Officers had assembled scattered 
bits of ev idence which tended to in­ 
criminate the Columbia dentist more 
deeply. Dr. Bass at first denied 
guilt. Then he confessed. He was 
hounded by an organized gang of 
gunmen, he said. 
Today he told John R. Duty, his 
attorney, that he alone murdered 
Pearman. He followed with a con­ 
fession which knit together the con­ 
fused elements of the case and drew 
himself, the murdered man and 
three gunmen into a crim inal con­ 
spiracy motiv ated by av arice and 
seldom exceeded in the history of 
insurance frauds.

No mo re wo rthy mo vement has been 
initiated 
than the o ne spo nso red by fo rmer President Prank 
Eager o f the Linco ln Chamber o f Co mmerce, Mr. 
Eager pro po ses to stamp o ut vandalism, which left Its 
mark upo n two pro jects o f great interest and co ncern 
to the peo ple o f this co mmunity. 
Mr. Eager has o ffered a reward o f $100 fo r the 
arrest and co nvictio n o f the party o r parties guilty o f 
disfiguring the bro nze buffalo which Is to deco rate 
the entrance to Pio neer park. The mo nument was a 
gift o f the same genero us and pubUc-spirlted man 
who gave the city o f Linco ln mo re than 500 acres o f 
valuable land fo r the park. It reveals the deep in­ 
terest which Mr. Harris has In the pro per develo p# 
ment o f Pio neers park, which fifteen years fro m no w 
will be o ne o f the o utsUndlng attractio ns o f a beau­ 
tiful and delightful city. 
There Is no mo re certain way to kill clvla pride 
and Interest than to permit vandalism to go un­ 
punished. Public do no rs give very largely thro ugh 
.sentiment. There Is no thing selfish in their bene­ 
factio ns. But It Is no t an unwo rthy o r an unnatural 
feeling upo n their part to desire that they may be 
Justified In believing their gifts are appreciated by 
the co mmunity upo n which they are besto wed. What 
Mr. Harris must think o f the act o f vandalism which 
disfigured the bro nse buffalo is no t difficult to Imag­ 
ine. He wo uld be tho ro ughly Justified If he was In­ 
different to future park plans. 
Mr. Eager is ado pting the co mmo nsense, practi­ 
cal co urse to stamp o ut the spirit o f vandalism which 
so frequently mars and destro ys the beauty o f pub­ 
lic buildings .and o ther civic Impro vements. The van­ 
dal Is no t a criminal but he Is a nuisance, and because 
he Is a pest the law pro vides rigid punishment fo r 
him in event o f detectio n. He wo uld be ho rrified at 
tiie tho ught o f participating In any o f the co mmo n 
fo rms o f crime but that peculiar type o f mind which 
derives pleasure In defacing o bjects o f beauty which 
symbo lize traditio ns and the mo st glo wing ideals o f 
civilizatio n Infringes upo n the rights o f so ciety in no 
less a degree than so me o f the mo re familiar fo rms o f 
lawlessness. There Is no place in a civilized co mmu­ 
nity fo r the vandal, no matter ho w harmless his In­ 
tentio ns arc. Mr Eager has initiated a mo vement 
fo r the preservatio n o f public pro perty which deserves 
the suppo rt and co mmendatio n o f all public-spirited 
citizens. 
In the rush o f everyday life few o f us haVe the 
time o r chance to pro ject a view o f the o ppo r­ 
tunities which are within the grasp o f Linco ln to de­ 
velo p o ne o f the mo st unusual and beautiful cities 
in the central west. Fo r its size. It has a splendid 
park pro gram. It o wns hundreds o f acres o f land 
capable o f develo iMnent fo r parks. They are a o situ­ 
ated they will affo rd facilities fo r every sectio n o f the 
city and in time will be Jo ined in a great circle by 
drives. 
The new capttAl will be finished In ano ther two - 
year perio d. Then will co me the develo pment o f a 
pro per .site, fo r which a Fifteenth street* civic center 
has been planned. It is reaso nable to 
expect that 
within a few years impressive and o utstanding mem­ 
o rials and mo numents will add to the beauty o f the 
capito l gro unds. Tt\ere are incidents and eiHso daa hi 
Nebraska histo ry which are wwthy o f being perpetu­ 
ated In bro nae and marble. There are co urageo ud and 
far-sighted men and wo men to who m a grateful citi­ 
zenship o wes a debt. No i» ro gram o f this character 
can succeed if a few misguided individuals are per­ 
mitted to deface public wOTks.

Members o f either ho use o f the United States 
co ngress are abso lutely Immune fro m acco untability 
fo r their utterances, regardless o f who may be in­ 
jured by them o r whether they be true o r false. A 
co ngressman may say: “I am 
taifo rmed o n credible 
autho rity that To m is no t o nly a defaulter, but 
also 
a murderer," and he need no t say wlw hjs aumo rlty 
b, no r pro duce cOTTObtwatio n. To m To mso n may dtny 
the accusatio ns, and may be p^-fectly Inno cent, but 
many peo ple will co nsider that the co ngressman knew 
what he was talking abo ut, o r he wo uld n<^ l» ve said 
wliat he did. 
Co ngressmen are o f co urse human beings, so me o f 
them very much so , and under the clrcuimUnres it 
Is no t surjM-lslng that the "Uberty o f speech allo wed 
them is to o frequently abused. In the heat o f po li­ 
tical strife they are apt to . and at times do irrepara­ 
ble injury to peo ple who have no meana o f pro tect­ 
ing themselves. 
And there la no remedy, fo r it ia 
cerUin that co ngressmen will never deprive them- 
gelves o f the privilege acco rded them, even were it 
within their po wer. But the jMXivlslon is co nstitutio n­ 
al. and to annul it wo uld require an amendment o t 
the fundamental law, which co uld pro bably never be 
o btained. 
And perhaps it Is better so . There are times and 
circumstances requiring utterances no t po ssible ex­ 
cept under such a pro visio n as pro tects members o f 
co ngress, tho ugh such are very rare Indeed, and It Is 
rather difficult to figure o ut Just what these might 
be. Co ngressmen and senato rs, ho wever, wo uld have 
no difficulty in co nvincing the public that any at­ 
tempt to abrtdge their "liberty o f spe« *" was an at­ 
tack upo n Freedwn’s citadel. So the effo rt wo uld end 
In failure, even tho ugh It were advisable. 
But having within their co ntro l this extrao rdinary 
weapo n. It 
beho o ves the members o f co ngress to 
handle It with the utmo st temperance and go o d Judg- 
m « t. Men must no t be branded as malefacto rs o r 
vio lato rs o f the law unless there is Inco ntro vertible 
pro o f and subsUntlgl reaso n fo r making such accusa­ 
tio n. A go o d name is Just aa valuable no w as It was 
when it was described as "rather to be desired than 
great riches,” and the co ngressman who wanto nly de­ 
stro ys It sho uld be punished by his co nstituents, there 
being no o ther #ay to reach him.

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WHEN INDIVIDUAUSM FAILS. 
Labo rers o f a lumber co mpany in the Phllipplnea 
refused to fight a fire that swept thro ugh the co m­ 
pany’s plant in the islands last week burning fo r two 
days unless they were paid fo r o vertime. 
While the labo rers refused to wo rk, the fire which 
started in the machine sho p spread o ver the plant, 
then to the ho mes o f the Flllj^no labo rers, built by 
the co mpany. 
Shrieks o f victims trapped in the 
flames mixed with the ro ar o f falling buUdlngs while 
billo ws o f smo ke po ured o ut to terro rise members o f 
the wo rkers’ families. Mo re than 5,000 perto ns were 
made ho meless by the sweeping flames and an un­ 
kno wn number were burned to death o r serio usly in­ 
jured. 
A plant engineer said the wo rkers were no t in­ 
terested in saving any pro perty, no t even their ho mes, 
because everything Including 
their 
dwellings was 
o wned by the co mpany. 
The refusal o f the labo rers to raise a hand to 
save pro perty during the fire, even at the co st o f lo ss 
o f life fo r their fello ws is a n o verwhelming example 
o f the result o f the failure to reco gnize the value o f 
Individualism,
